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Status of Objections and Rejections 

1 . The amendments filed January 8, 2007 have been entered. 

2. The amendment to the priority statement on page 1 of the specification is acknowledged. 

3. The warning that claims 5 and 6 would be objected if claims 2 and 3 are found allowable, 
is withdrawn upon further consideration, as the claims fi*om which they depend have different 
scopes. 

4. The rejections of claims 1-6 and 1 1-29 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting are obviated by the submission of the terminal disclaimers, which were 
approved. 

5. The rejections of claims 2, 3, 20, 22, and 28-30 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph 
are withdrawn, in light of the claim amendments filed January 8, 2007 and below. 

6. The rejections of claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 102/103 
are moot, in light of its cancellation. 

7. The rejection of claims 7-10, 19-22, 25, and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is 
withdrawn, upon fiirther consideration and in light of the claim amendments. Regarding claim 7, 
Fl seed having PH51H as its maternal parent, has maternal cells in its aleurone layer.
